In acknowledging the receipt of the letter dated eighteenth June last from 
Mr. Stewart Secretary to the London and North Western Railway Company 
relative to the proposed improvements in the Irish postal service I am directed 
by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to acquaint you that 
my Lords while they cannot admit the force of the replies which are therein 
made to the statements contained in the letter from this Board of the eleventh 
May do not however consider it necessary after the prolonged negotiation which 
has taken place by personal interviews since that date to reopen the numerous 
questions referred to in that correspondence especially as the result of those 
negotiations has been an agreement as to the conditions upon which a contract 
is to be concluded between the Postmaster General and the United Companies 
under the Act of 1855 for a new postal service between London and Kingstown 
Those conditions have been signed by your Lordship on behalf of the London 
and North-western Railway Company by the Honourable O. Stanley m.p. on 
behalf of the Chester and Holyhead Railway Company and by Mr. Watson on 
behalf of the City of Dublin Steam Navigation Company and ai’e as follows 

1. The contract to be for two mails daily in each direction the day mails of 
Sunday however to work between Kingstown and Crewe only 

2. The contract with this exception to include the whole distance between 
Euston Station London and Kingstown 

3. The mails to leave the Euston Station at 7-30 a.m. and 8.30 p.m. (Loudon 
time) and Kingstown at 7 a.m. and 7-30 p.m. (Dublin time) respectively 

4. The whole distance in each case to he accomplished in eleven hours as a 
maximum 

138. c 5. If 
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5. If from any cause (not attributable to the Post Office) the time allowed be 
in any instance exceeded a deduction shall be made from the sum payable 
under this contract at the rate of 1 /. 14 s. for every minute of excess except in 
the case of delay “ aidsing from causes beyond control ” viz- “ on the sea 
stoppages by snow storms fog collisions and delay to save life ” and on the laud 
“ stoppages from snow floods dense fog or collision or the entire iritermptioa 
of the communication caused by the destruction of such works as the Dee’ 
Bridge or the sea embankment ” under the following regulations An Admiralty 
agent appointed to sail with the ships of the United Companies and the chief 
officer of the Post Office travelling with each mail train shall be instmcted to 
keep a record of delays arising from the above causes and in all cases in which 
such agent or officer shall report to the Postmaster General that any delay 
which had occurred on the sea or land passage respectively arose from the 
causes above named the penalties shall not be enforced such report when made 
to be certified in writing by such agent or officer within sixty hours after the 
completion of the particular journey and to be conclusive provided however 
that the deductions do not in any instance exceed the proportionate payment 
for the particular trip that is to say the fourteen hundred and sixtieth part of 
the whole sum annually payable under this contract 

6. The mails conveyed by these trains to be confined to those to and from 
Ireland with the right however on the part of the Post Office to receive and 
deliver any other mail bags at every point to or from which passengers are for 
the time being conveyed it being understood that it is not intended that these 
mail ti-ains shall be used as a substitute for the ordinary mail trains (not 
including in this term the Irish mail train leaving London at five p.m.) or that 
these special trains shall be thereby delayed or that tenders or carriages not 
necessary for the Irish service shall be attached 

7. The contract price to include all proper accommodation for sorting on the 
railway between London and Holyhead and on board the packets and the fares 
of the clerks and others engaged in the sorting and in charge of the mails and 
also of the Admiralty agent already alluded to provided however that in the 
event of the Companies being called upon to make payments under Lord 
Campbell’s Act or for injuries inflicted by accidents upon such agent or clerks

they think proper to place such bags under the charge of the Companies’ 
guards- without additional payment provided that the Companies are not to 
S^the^g^ pecuniary responsibility for any loss of property placed under charge

and at all other stopping places 

1 1 . The existing contract with the City of Dublin Steam Packet Company to 
terminate when the new contract takes effect 

12. The Postmaster General to be authorised at any time to make such alter- 
ations in the times of departure places of stopping extent of accommodation 
&c. as the exigencies of the postal services may require subject however to the 
limitation of the stoppages to the agreed places and to the payment of a sum 
equal to the bare additional expenditure imposed on the Companies by such' 
changes provided however that the Companies are not required to dispatch the 
morning mails at hours earlier than herein named unless as provided for under.

13. That for this service shall be provided four packets each being not less 
than 300 feet long 600 horse power and 1,700 tons as agreed and of such con- 
struction i\& shall be approved by the Government as being suitable for this

14. That for the service between London and Kingstown there shall be paid 
annually 20,000 i. for the land service and 85,900 1. for the sea service the

18. That the contract for the whole service shall be for fourteen years but 
subject to a power of the Government at any time after the first five yeax’S to 
put an end to the contract if they have reason to be dissatisfied with the 
manner in which it is generally performed in which case they will purchase the

1 9 That in the event of the hour at which according to this arrangement the

varied by tlie ditference between the sum of 18,900 1 . calculated for insurance 
herein and the sum for which insurance can be so effected or at the option 
of the Government the companies shall he relieved of all the sea risk and in 
such case a deduction shall be made of the entire 18^900 1 . 

I am to add that a copy of these conditions has been forwarded to the Post- 
master General who will now be prepared to enter into the necessary contract

These statements and calculations having been duly considered are assented 
to by the Treasuiy except the charge for insurance which it will be seen extends 
to the full value of the whole number of ships Now as it is certain that only 
three vessels even making allowance for ordinary repairs and delays can ever be 
required to be in commission at any one time and as the fourth vessel must be 
laid up to be used only in tlie event of general repairs to the others and as in 
fact the entire service to be performed by the whole will only be fifteen hours 
in each twenty-four hours the charge of 6 Z. 6 s. per cent, stated to be a fair 
charge in a letter produced from the Marine Insurance Office upon the whole 
amount appears much beyond the proper sum To this the companies state that 
as they are desirous only to be allowed the actual cost from time to time for

Treasury Minute 

IS December 1858 

My Lords refer to the minute of this Board dated the I7th September 1844 
under which for a limited period and subject to certain conditions an allowance 
of 30,000 Z. a year is made to the Chester and Holyhead Railway Company 
They also refer to their minute of the. 22d ultimo relative to the new Irish Postal 
Contract by which minute the above arrangement is conditionally modified and 
extended 

In order that the whole arrangement as it now stands may be consolidated in 
one minute my Lords are pleased to direct that provided that all parties to the 
New Irish Postal Contract including the Chester and Holyhead Railway Com- 
pany forthwith execute the same in the form in which it has been prepared by 
the Postmaster General and concurred in by the London and North Western 
Company and City of Dublin Steam Packet Company the arrangement autho- 
rised by the Treasury Minute of the l7th September 1844 under which the 
Chester and Holyhead Company (subject to certain contingencies) receive an 
allowance of 30,000 Z. per annum and which arrangement expires in the year 
1862 (if not earlier) shall on the execution of the contract as above terminate 
and be succeeded by the following 

The allowance of 30,000 Z. a year now paid to the Chester and Holyhead 
Company by the Postmaster General shall be continued from the execution of 
the new postal contract till the termination thereof provided that during the 
continuance of the payments herein provided for the Chester and Holyhead 
Company afford to the Post Office the full legal control under notice from the 
Postmaster G eneral over the two mail trains daily in each direction which the 
company are still to run in addition to the new Irish mail trains and provided 
further that during such continuance the company allow the Post Office to erect 
and use at its own expense and risk for all purposes the bag exchanging appa- 
ratus along their line and on the mail carriages and provided also that the 
company during such continuance afford the Post Office the use of all their 
ordinary passenger and goods trains over the whole system of their railways for 
conveying any mails without extra charge and in addition give to the Post 
Office the other privileges which are embraced in the present contract between 
the Post Office and the London and Northwestern Railway Company (dated 

26th June 1866) so far as they are applicable 

The above allowance of 30,000 Z. a year is to be pbject as before to annual 
abatement of a sum to be calculated as follows that is to say if the net receii^ 
of the company including the payment for the conveyance of the mails shall be 
more than sufficient to allow to the company a return of 6 Z. per cent, per 
annum on the whole capital subscribed (including the preference shares), the

Provision must necessarily be made concurrently with this arrangement for 
submitting to the Government the annual accounts of the company so that the 
net receipts may be accurately ascertained and for securing on the part of the 
London and North Western and Chester and Holyhead Railway Companies that 
no regulations as to the division of the receipts for traffic on their lines be adopted 
which will unduly affect either the intercourse with Ireland by way of Holyhead 
or the fair proportion of profits to be derived from the Chester and Holy- 
head Line Provided however that in case prior to the commencement or during 
the continuance of the New Irish Postal Contract the London and North Western 
Company shall purchase or lease the Chester and Holyhead Railway on terms 
which will afford a dividend not exceeding two and a half per cent, in any one
